BIOLOGICAL SURREALISM 

Most of us have seen a dream of. one kind 
or another walking -- but have you ever 
seen a plant walking? On Sunday,Feb. 4, 
privileged members of the Nature Study 
Group had the unusual opportunity of sees » 
ing -- well, if the plant wasn't up and 
wolking, it was certainly down and imper# 
ceptibly crawling. What they saw was an 
orange network of viscous semifluid 
strands which spread out over several 
square inches of leaves. strewn over the 
ground near Rattlesnake. This oddity is 
a truly remarkable organism, which as 
biologists point out, has more the char- 
acter of an animal than of a plant at 
this stage of development; but in its 
manner of reproduction it is more like a 
plantthan an animal -- so it is called a 
plant, although vegetatively it looks 
like nothing more than a smear of Dalified 
egg-yoke.
